A long dispute between lorcmen and man- 
agement over employment, lunctlona and 
slatu.s led .some 800 Goodrich workers of the 
newly-ori;;!ni;ed i^oremen'a Association of 
America to petition the national labor rela- 
tlon.s board to certify the FAA as a collective 
bargulnluK a(;ent. Hearliig.s were In progre.Ha 
and briefs had been requested from both par- 
ties' nttorncyfi when, on Labor day, the lore- 

Tho strike continued for 22 day.s. Toward 
the end the strikers Indicated a 25-to-l de- 
sire to go back to work In a secret-ballot poll 
conducted by an Independent foremeii'a 
EFOup. Joint efforts by officials of the com- 
pany and the Goodrich local of the United 
Rubber Workers to re.sumc production under 
emergency supervlalon also seem to have 
hastened the strike's end. 

And what was the result? Sixteen thou- 
aand Goodrich workers were Idle for 22 days. 
Their pay stopped. Numeroua local businesses 
suffered In consequence. Reconversion was 
frozen In a large factory of one of the coun- 
try's moat Important Induatrle.s. Thousands 
0( Ures were not made— tires that the coun- 
\rj noedod for safely and efficient conduct of 
business. 

As for the foremen's case. It Ls rluht where 
it waa on Labor day. The NLRB hoa not heard 
ftU the evidence. Twenty-two days, thousands 
or tlroB and thousands of dollars are lost, and 
nothing has been settled. 

The strikers have gone back to their jobs 
Without penalty or Impaired legal rights. If 
they rasume their cose and the NLRB certl- 
tloa the foremen's group, and If the courts 
uphold the certification, the company will 
have »o rocognlze the FAA as a bargaining 
ngcnL 

But It Is doubtful that this strike has won 
the foremen any friends, or advanced the so- 
lution of an employment problem that la not 
confined to the Goodrich company. It has 
Bimply Illustrated again the destructive effect 
of labor's occasionally rash Impatience. 

Perhaps the Impatience Is Justified. The 
wheels of government labor machinery have 
certainly moved slowly and haltingly in the 
past. They should and, according to pre: 
Indications, will move more swiftly 
smoothly in the future. But strikes will not 
hasten the reform. 

Participants In the.'so Impatient strikes ara 
but a small percentage of labor. And orgah- 
leed labor makes up a rather small percent- 
age of our total population. But Impatient 
strikes hurt everybody.- In time they aro 
bound to create an unju-st prejudice against 
labor In the nonunion public. 

National prosperity Is the public's concern. 
And needless Impediments to prosperity will 
eventually bring public demand for stricter 
government control of labor. If labor Itself 
does not preach and practice a greater de- 
gree of public responsibility.
